THE UP’s MARTON 
OPC VIEWS MARTON ARRESTS WITH CONCERN 


The arrest of two U.S. wire service 
correspondents on alleged charges of 
spying in Hungary is viewed with con- 
siderable concern by the club freedom 
of the press committee. 

The OPC committee is studying 
these reports and has been in touch with 
both the wire services concerned to learn 
what action is being taken to aid the 
correspondents under arrest and to de 
termine what action the club can take 
in the matter. 

The two Endre 
Marton and his wife, were arrested in 
Budapest on charges of spying for U.S. 
intelligence. 

Marton had been Budapest corres- 
pondent for the Associated Press since 
1947. Mrs. Marton had been corres- 
pondent for the United Press about the 
same length of time, according to press 
reports. Both are Hungarian nationals. 

Marton, who is 44, apparently was 
arrested last February. The AP has been 
unable to reach him by telephone or 
telegraph since that time. However, until

July 9 no statement was forthcoming 
from the Hungarian government, which 
on that day finally conceded the Martons 
were under arrest. 

The last telephone call from Mrs. 
Marton was received June 19. The 
government announcement said an in- 
vestigation was being continued. The 
couple have two children.
